At 
present, he has close liaison with TICHIVIMSKT and has a thorough knowledge 
of the Soviet Far Eastern policy more so than anyone else in the Japanese 
Government circles • Tbs reason why he has such close feelings with the Soviet 
is because he considers the Russians to be part of the Asiatic people.
